Mosque row rumbles 
on as offer rejected 

A PROPOSED cash deal for a new Dudley 
mosque has been rejected by the council. 

Dudley Muslim Association (DMA) had 
made a £325,000 offer to bring an end to 
the dispute over plans for a replacement 
mosque. It was unanimously rejected by 
the council’s cabinet. 

It means the long-running saga will rum¬ 
ble on with the two sides now set to return 
to the High Court in October. 

An action group of councillors and 
mosque leaders could be formed to look 
at sites other than that proposed off Hall 
Street.

TWO robbers who grabbed a 
woman from her Audi as she 
waited for her windscreen to 
clear before using it to raid a 
cash delivery van at a super¬ 
market have been jailed. 

The victim was pulled from her car 
in Linnet Close, Halesowen, at around 
7.30am on January 14 last year. 

Chad Davis and Jordon James donned dark 
clothing and walked up to the Audi A3, pulling 
the 39-year-old victim out and then jumping in 
] and driving off. 

Police revealed the 
woman she was ‘still 
haunted’ by the attack 
and thinks about what 
happened every time she 
gets into her car. 

Two weeks after the at¬ 
tack, the crooks used the 
vehicle as a getaway car 
- using false plates - after 
targeting a security van 
parked outside Tesco in 
Bristnall Hall Road, Old- 
"Ibury.

But it wasn’t long before 
the pair were rumbled. 

Police quickly located 
the stolen Audi parked be¬ 
hind a restaurant in Long 
Lane, Halesowen. 

Security dye, believed to 
Shave come from the cash 
■ box, was found in a nearby 
outbuilding. 

James, aged 24, was 
spotted going into a shop and was arrested by 
officers. 

Investigators discovered from his phone that 
James had been at the location of the car-jack¬ 
ing and the cash box robbery and also found he 
had been working with 25-year-old Davis - who 
was then arrested on April 10. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court they ad¬ 
mitted two robberies. Davis, of Higgins Walk, 
Smethwick, was jailed for seven years and 
James, of Albion Road, West Bromwich, for 
four-and-a-half. 

James will begin his sentence in 2018 when 
he completes an unrelated jail term he is cur¬ 
rently serving. 

Detective Constable Derek Cole, of West Mid¬ 
lands Police, said: “The actions of these two 
were completely unacceptable and it is pleasing 
that they have been handed lengthy sentences 
behind bars. 

“The victim of the car-jacking continues to 
be haunted by what happened that day. For¬ 
tunately she escaped with only minor injuries 
but has a constant reminder of what happened 
whenever she gets into her car.”

Couples were left fearing for their wedding 
days after Bake a Cake announced it was 
closing. Now more than 15 generous sup¬ 
pliers have got in touch with customers on 
Facebook to help ensure their big days still go 
ahead successfully. 

A group on the social network set up for 
those affected has doubled - with more than 
2,200 members now signed up. One of the 


firms to offer support is Vikki Lea Event 
Planning and Design. 

Lisa Pearson from the company said: 
“What’s happened is absolutely devastating 
and we just want to offer our help. 

“Obviously we can’t afford to do it for free 
but we’re offering all former Bake a Cake cus¬ 
tomers a 10 per cent discount and are hope¬ 
fully throwing a few free bits in as well.” 

Bake a Cake announced on Facebook on 
Monday it was closing down and as a result 
would not be able to honour orders that have 
been booked in. A message on the site said 


the firm had been hit by a burglary and arson 
attack and could no longer continue to trade. 

Nicola Underhill, from Cradley Heath, is 
one of the affected customers. 

She is due to marry James Edwards on Au¬ 
gust 30 and had booked a popcorn machine 
and photo booth for her big day, while Kirsty 
Robinson, of Albert Road, Halesowen, ordered 
her flowers, 100 seat covers and sashes, cake, 
centrepieces, table cloths and photo booth be¬ 
fore learning of the firm’s plight via facebook. 

Dudley Council’s trading standards team 
has been contacted about the matter.

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Top honour for terror victim Joel

TUNISIA terror attack victim Joel 
Richards has been posthumously 
awarded a top honour by the football 
community where he was an aspir¬ 
ing referee. 

The 19-year-old, who lived in 
Wednesbury, has been named Ref¬ 
eree of the Year by Birmingham 
County FA. 

Joel was killed alongside his uncle 
and Sandwell Council worker Adrian 
Evans, 49, of Bilston, and grand¬ 
father Patrick Evans, 78, also of 
Wednesbury, at the resort of Sousse. 

Birmingham County FA celebrated 


Joel’s achievements in the game by 
awarding him the accolade on Mon¬ 
day. It was voted for by County FA 
staff, referees, coaches and mentors 
and fellow members of the referee 
development group. 

His younger brother Owen was 
on hand to receive the award on 
his behalf of his brother at the Bir¬ 
mingham County FA headquarters, 
in Great Barr. Owen collected the 
award from Birmingham FA chair¬ 
man Mike Penn. 

Mr Penn described Joel as an ‘out¬ 
standing young man with the world 


at his feet’. Birmingham County FA 
Chief Executive Chad Ehlertsen said 
Joel remained in the thoughts of 
everyone at the organisation. 

Joel first qualified as a referee in 
September 2011 at the age of 16,. 

He was promoted to level six in 
March 2013 before completing a dou¬ 
ble promotion to become a level four 
referee in June 2014. 

Joel was one of only a handful of 
referees in the country to be fast 
tracked to level four which official 
said highlighted his ability and com¬ 
mitment to refereeing. 


Action demanded over 
hospital parking fees 

POLITICIANS have called for 
Government intervention after 
it was revealed hospitals in the 
region charge up to six times 
more for an hour’s parking than 
at their nearest public car parks. 

Visitors have to fork out up to £2.60 
for short stay parking at their local 
hospital - but are charged as little as 
40p for a council car park. 

Sandwell Hospital and Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital currently charge the most for 
an hour’s parking at £2.60, while council 
car parks across Sandwell charge just 40p 
for an hour. 

In Dudley, motorists can pay just 60p 
for an hour at a council car parks. Rates 
at Russells Hall Hospital were recently in¬ 
creased, with an hour’s parking rising from 
£2 by another 60p. 

Charges are slightly lower at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s New Cross Hospital, where 
visitors pay £2.30 for an hour. City centre 
council-owned car parks charge as little as 
60p for the same amount of time, though 
bosses at New Cross pointed out that their 
long-stay prices are cheaper than many city 
centre car parks. 

Private 

In Walsall, the Manor Hospital charges 
£2 for an hour. People parking on council 
car parks in the town must pay for up to 
two hours, which costs either £1 or £1.10. 

Private car parking firm NCP allows mo¬ 
torists to park in Church Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton, for an hour for just 50p. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said he 
would call on the Government to take ac¬ 
tion, while Councillor Bill Etheridge, who 
famously quit his role as a hospital gover¬ 
nor over the issue, branded the price hike 
‘utterly disgusting’. 

He said the charges ‘go against the prin¬ 
ciples’ on which the NHS was founded. 

The Royal Wolverhampton Trust, which 
runs New Cross, said tariffs were compared 
with other hospitals each year and that the 
‘charges reflect this comparison’. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust said its 
rates were ‘comparable to trusts in the 
local area’ and offers weekly concessionary 
passes. The Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, which runs Russells Hall, de¬ 
clined to comment.

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CCTV sees 
man drag 
his partner 
by her hair 

A SERIAL offender caught on CCTV 
dragging his partner by the hair be¬ 
fore she ended up on the ground has 
been spared an immediate jail term. 

Drug addict Warren Harper and the 
31-year-old woman were both drunk 
at the time when trouble flared out¬ 
side Chaucer House in Severn Road, 
Cradley during the early hours of 
August 1 last year, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Harper, also 31, who lived in the 
street and had 21 previous convictions 
involving 41 offences, was filmed tug¬ 
ging the woman by the hair from the 
flats into the adjoining car park. 

Miss Amy Jackson, prosecuting, 
said: “She is seen trying to leave but 
he pulls her back. 

“He admits that they had a row 
and, as he pushed her away, she fell 
to the floor cutting her head.” 

Police were called and found the 
pair sitting on the ground outside the 
block of flats. Harper was discovered 
to have a small kitchen knife with an 
18cm blade in one of his pockets. The 
weapon played no part in the incident. 

She had a small cut to the scalp as a 
result of the fall. The couple have now 
parted, the court heard. 

Harper admitted wounding and 
possession of a bladed article. He was 
sentenced to 18 months suspended 
under supervision for 18 months on 
condition that he attends a drug re¬ 
habilitation programme and training 
aimed at preventing domestic abuse. 

He will also have to appear for 
monthly assessments in front of 
Judge Martin Walsh. 

Business rates 
scam warning 

TRADERS are being warned over a 
business rates scam after a Dudley 
firm fell victim. 

In exchange for a fee of more than 
£1,000, the company was led to be¬ 
lieve it would have its business rates 
reduced on appeal. Instead the bogus 
service merely lodged the necessary 
paperwork with the valuation office - 
something which can be done for free. 

Dudley Council said the fees paid 
could outweigh any benefit gained and 
rates may also be increased. 

The bogus firms particularly target 
small businesses which are advised 
to ask anyone offering the service for 
contact details of past clients. 

Councillor Rachel Harris said: “Our 
advice is to say no to firms who cold 
call offering a rating appeal service.”

THERE were jubilant scenes across 
Dudley as students celebrated A-lev¬ 
el success. 

Two years of hard work paid off, with a 
number of schools and colleges recording 
their best ever results. 

The overall pass rate across the West Midlands 
rose by 0.3 per cent this year to 98.1 per cent. 

Ellowes Hall Sports College in Lower Gornal 
posted record breaking results, with students re¬ 
cording the school’s highest ever average points 
score and more than 50 per cent of entries at A2 
or equivalent being awarded grades A* or A. 

Headteacher Alan Jasper said: “We wish to 
congratulate all our sixth form students on their 
outstanding results this summer.” 

At Dudley College the pass rate increased for 
the third year in a row, while at Bishop Milner 
Catholic College, 48 per cent of results were at 
A*-B grades and 75 per cent came in at A*-C, 
while the ACE Academy in Tipton saw a 100 per 
cent A-Level pass rate. 

Elsewhere, Barr Beacon School is celebrat¬ 
ing the school’s best ever results with so many 
A*s that Executive Headteacher Dame Maureen 
Brennan has described them as ‘stellar’. 

Quarter 

It was a similar story at George Salter Acad¬ 
emy in West Bromwich, with 78 per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieving three or more A*-C grades . 

Sandwell College’s Central Sixth students se¬ 
cured a 100 per cent pass rate in 20 different sub¬ 
jects, and a 99 per cent pass rate overall. Dudley 
Sixth Form saw an improvement on last year’s 
results with a 98.3 per cent pass rate. Principal 
Lowell Williams said: “It’s a good news story all 
round for our A-level students.” 

Halesowen College celebrated a 99 per cent 
pass rate at A-level. 

At Wolverhampton Grammar School, a quarter 
of students got a clean sheet of A* and A grades, 
while 72 per cent of all A level passes were at 
grades A-B. At The Royal School Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, one in five A-levels were graded at either A 
or A*, while half of all maths results were A-B. 

St Edmund’s Catholic Academy in Wolver¬ 
hampton saw 100 per cent of students achieve 
A-levels and 20 per cent of the grades achieved 
were at A* or A. 

At Tettenhall College more than half of all stu¬ 
dents gained A*-C grades, while a quarter of pu¬ 
pils achieved the top A* or A grades. The overall 
pass rate was 92 per cent 

Wolverhampton Girls’ High School saw 49 
per cent awarded either A* or A, while 41 girls 
achieved three or more A* or A grades.

Record number off to universities 


A RECORD number of students 
are heading to university this year 
despite a narrow drop in the num¬ 
ber of top A-level grades nation¬ 
wide, official figures show. 

The number of boys and girls 
awarded the coveted A* and A 
grades dipped to 25.9 per cent, 
down 0.1 per cent on last year. But 
the overall pass rate has risen to 
98.1 per cent. University admis¬ 
sions service Ucas said 409,410 


people had already been accepted 
on to higher education courses in 
the UK, up three per cent on last 
year. 

Official figures also suggest that 
students have tried to increase 
their chances of gaining entry to 
top universities by taking more 
traditional subjects such as maths, 
science, modern languages and 
English literature. Schools min¬ 
ister Nick Gibb claimed the rise 


in students taking facilitating 
subjects is ‘clear proof that the 
Government’s introduction of 
the English Baccalaureate perfor¬ 
mance measure at GCSE has en¬ 
couraged more people to continue 
studying core academic subjects. 

The EBacc recognises students 
who achieve at least a C at GCSE 
in English, maths, two sciences, 
history or geography and a lan¬ 
guage.

ALL eyes are on Benedict Cumberbatch playing Hamlet 
at the Barbican in London. The play’s most famous line 
is “To be or not to be . . .” But there is another great line. 
Polonius says: “This above all: to thine own self be true.” 

The line has been discussed for 
400 years and is usually pre¬ 
sented as a trite or meaningless 
tip from a bit of an old duffer. 
And yet it contains a gem of 
truth. If you believe something 
to be wrong, don’t let anyone 
browbeat you into thinking it’s 
right. Frances Kelsey was true 
to herself, and millions of Amer¬ 
icans bless her name. 

ANYBODY else puzzled by the use of the term “bail 
out” to describe the EU supporting the Greek economy? 
You bail out when a boat is sinking; the aim to remove as 
much water as possible. In the Greek crisis, the EU is try¬ 
ing to pour as much money as necessary into the Greek 
treasury.

Ten appear in court 
on child sex charges 


TEN men, including one from Halesowen and 
two from Sandwell, have appeared in court 
charged in connection with a child prostitu¬ 
tion sex ring investigation.

Bailey faces two charges 
of raping a 15-year-old boy 
and Lowe is accused of a 
single count of child rape, 
all alleged to have happened 
in 2010. Peter Joynes, aged 
58, of Canberra Way, High-

ing four charges including 
allegedly sexually assaulting 
a 14-year-old boy in 2009. 

Ronald Potter, 78, of Tip¬

Another Throne Road res¬ 
ident, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “Luckily we we 
were not affected but I feel 
sorry for those who were.” 

Justin Bayliss, watch 
commander at Haden Cross 
Fire Station, said: “The 
burst water main has lifted 
the pavement on the road 
and gone into homes and 
back gardens. It was quite 
an unusual call out for us.”

Residents and ward councillors 
have met with the prospective opera¬ 
tors to raise concerns they had about 
the venue previously. 

Ward councillor Julie Webb said 
they were reassured after speaking to 
the new operators.

Mr Hadley, of Springfield, said: “I’m 
worried that the fence has been like 
this for years. They’re clearly going to 
have to do something about it.” 

Quarry management warned that 
rocks lie beneath the surface and 
someone could easily be killed. Fears 
youngsters were heading to the quarry 
to take part in the craze of tombston¬ 
ing - leaping from a cliff or other high 
point into water - were also raised. 

Improvements 

The land has been earmarked for a 
housing development, with work due 
to start next year. The firm behind the 
proposals says it is taking action to se¬ 
cure the 100,000 sq ft site. 

Councillor Maria Crompton, who 
also sits on the committee, reiterated 
calls for improvements to the fence. 

She said: “It’s a big site and I’m sure 
it’s difficult to maintain the fence, but 
it’s the quarry’s responsibility to do it. 

“If people are really determined they 
will break through a fence anyway, but 
generally I think young people are less 
likely to try to get through if the fence 
is good.” 

The company refused to provide an 
updated comment, but have stepped 
up patrols at the site.

Fewer strays 5 
collared on 
the streets 

FEWER dogs are being picked up 
on the streets of Dudley and more of 
those rescued are being returned to 
their owners. 

From April to June this year, the 
council’s stray dog collection service 
picked up 57 animals compared to 99 
in the same period the previous year. 

Of the 57 strays, 32 were claimed 
by their owners, with only 26 of those 
found being microchipped. The pre¬ 
vious year 45 of the 99 strays were 
claimed by owners. 

In 2014-15, 355 dogs were collected 
compared to 522 the previous year 
and 562 in 2012-13. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, said: 

“It is great to see such a drop in the 
number of stray dogs across Dudley. 

We have regular sessions to promote 
responsible dog ownership which is 
having a big impact. 

“Owners have a responsibility to 
ensure their dogs are well looked 
after and do not cause a nuisance to 
the public and other pet owners. 

“Dogs must wear a collar and iden¬ 
tity disc with name, address and tele¬ 
phone number so that they can be 
reunited with their owner if lost.” 

Found dogs are taken to a ken¬ 
nels in Stoke. If they are not claimed 
within seven days they are put up for 
rehoming. 

Bank branch closure 
announced by bosses 

BARCLAYS is to close its branch in 
Halesowen Road, Old Hill, in Novem¬ 
ber. 

The bank has already revealed 
plans to close sites in Lower Gornal 
and Hagley. Bosses cite a fall in cus¬ 
tomers and the fact there are other 
branches nearby. 

Barclays Community leader Raj 
Dhaliwal said: “At the Old Hill branch, 
customer usage has declined by seven 
per cent in the last year alone.”

Mrs Taylor, who is now 94, was honoured 
by her huge family at a gathering at Bilston’s 
Hickman Park.

Byron, a solicitor, of Penshore Close, Pende- 
ford, added: “Dad ran his businesses from our 
home. Life was hectic and challenging, as can 
be expected with a large family to look after. 

“He ran the Caribbean Express, which was 
a 52-seater coach, until the 1980s. He was also 
a sub contractor for other coach firms such as 
Don Everall. He also bought property in Flor¬ 
ida. He was very enterprising.” 

Son Kenneth, a retired mechanic, who now 
lives in London, added: “I came over in 1961 
and I used to go around with dad doing build¬ 
ing work. He was a jack of all trades and a 
hard worker. 

“He had some tipper lorries and I used to 
drive one of them. He had contracts with com¬ 
panies like McAlpine and we used to deliver 
materials used for building the M6 motorway.” 

Son Clarence, a father of 10, of Fowler 
Street, Blakenhall, said they were a loving 


family that held traditional values. “My mum 
and dad were very loving parents,” he said. 
“They taught us the meaning of love and re¬ 
spect.

A GANG which clocked the mileage on cars and sold them 
with forged documents have been ordered to pay back more 
than £110,000 from their ill-gotten gains. 

Between December 2009 and February 2011, the group duped unsus¬ 
pecting customers to rake in almost £300,000 between them. 

At a Proceeds of Crime hearing at Wolverhampton Crown Court, sitting at 
Stafford, the gang was given three months to pay back what can be retrieved 
- from their assets totalling just over

MEMORY LANE 


Report by Carl Chinn 


VIVID news film of the con¬ 
flicts in Spain, Abyssinia and 
China of the mid-1930s on¬ 
wards brought home to the 
British people the awfulness 
of modern warfare. 

Mostly because it not only af¬ 
fected those in the Armed Forces, 
but it also devastated the lives of 
countless numbers of civilians. 

Distressing footage showed the 
panic of old men, women and chil¬ 
dren as they fled air raids and the 
onslaughts of enemy troops. It 
made plain the gruesome injuries, 
maimings and corpses. And it re¬ 
vealed clearly the havoc, desola¬ 
tion and inhumanity of war. 

The effects of aerial bombing in par¬ 
ticular affected the considerations of 
the British government. As early as 
1935, when appeasement was pursued 


vigorously and rearmament was still 
resisted, procedures were put in place 
for training experts to co-ordinate ci¬ 
vilian responses if war broke out and 
there were raids on Britain’s cities. 

Accordingly, organised evacuation 
was a major feature of wartime prepa¬ 
rations. On September 1, 1939, two 


days before war was declared, national 
and local plans were put into operation 
in Operation Pied Piper. It was the 
biggest movement of people in the his¬ 
tory of Britain. Those who went away 
did so with their schools, and around 
100,000 teachers were involved, acting 
as guardians for their pupils. Some of 


these were as young as five. In later 
evacuations, Tettenhall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Smethwick were places to 
which London evacuees were sent. 

Among those involved was the fam¬ 
ily of Des Stokes, who asks: “Since 
1946 from time to time I have tried to 
locate the three children who stayed 
with my family. There was a boy 
named Cornelius and his two sisters, 
Pamela and Patricia, all from Croy¬ 
don, Surrey. I never gave up hope of 
finding them and recently our search 
was rewarded, all due to my youngest 
grand-daughter Poppy, aged seven. 

“The school that she attends in St 
Albans in Hertfordshire gave her a 
book to read about the Second World 
War. My daughter suggested that 
Poppy should contact me because I 
had experienced what it was like dur¬ 
ing the air raids. Poppy was commu¬ 
nicating with me via an iPad. Whilst 
I was talking to my granddaughter, I 
was interrupted by my own daughter, 
who suddenly said ‘He is still alive!’. 
‘Who?’, I said, and she read out details 
of a man named Cornelius. 

“She had been using her computer 
and his name was followed by his ad¬ 


dress and contact number. I made a 
note of this and next day phoned the 
number, which was answered immedi¬ 
ately. We had a good chat and it was 
revealed that this was one of the evac¬ 
uees, and both of his sisters were still 
alive. 

“He also gave me the telephone 
number of Pamela, who was overjoyed 
to hear from me when I phoned her, 
as she too had been trying to find us to 
say thank you for caring for them all 
during their stay as evacuees. 

“We hoped that we could meet them 
soon. After 70 years, we had a lot to 
talk about, and it all started with my 
seven-year-old grand-daughter and 
her question about evacuees. We fi¬ 
nally contacted one of the evacuees on 
March 3, 2015 and a date was fixed for 
her to visit us on April 21. Between 
the two dates I had tried to find out 
any details of the dates that evacuees 
had arrived in Smethwick, also which 
school they had attended. I tried the 
Archives in Smethwick and Sandwell 
and ‘Smethwick Heritage’ magazine, 
all to no avail. It was looking as if 
there was no such thing as evacuees 
in Smethwick.” 


Des adds: “Inquiries directed me to 
the Thimblemill Library where I spoke 
to a lady who was on the board of gov¬ 
ernors and she promised to make a few 
phone calls. 

“She had our phone number and 
contacted us the day after to say that 
my wife and myself together with the 
evacuee could visit the school on April 
22. Whilst conducting this search, I 
was also looking into records on the 
evacuees’ brother, who had spent eight 
months in the Hollies (also known as 
Coopers Lane Open Air School), but 
with no result at all. 

“At long last the evacuee arrived on 
April 21 and next day we all went to 
Uplands School. On arrival the evac¬ 
uee immediately recognised the school 
and proved that she had attended dur¬ 
ing her stay in Mansion Crescent. 

“The guide showed us around and 
at the end produced documents for the 
evacuee and her sister which clearly 
showed her date of birth, when they 
started and when they left. 

“One of the classes intended to do a 
project on the Second World War, and 
both my wife and I will be invited to sit 
in front to answer questions.”

New for 2015, Sea Dragon Kingdom has 
some of the ocean’s most weird and wonder¬ 
ful fish and intrepid adventurers can follow 
a fun Lego-based trail with a free deep sea 
explorer activity pack, helping to find miss¬ 
ing equipment hidden amongst the sharks, 
starfish and shoals of bright tropical fish. 

Towards the end of the attraction, I en¬ 
joyed the history of London unfolding in 
the new Thames Walk. Our final visit of the 


day was to the all-new Shrek’s Adventure 
London. Based on the popular Dreamworks 
animated characters from the Shrek mov¬ 
ies, plus Kung Fu Panda and Madagascar, 
it combines a brilliant 4D bus ride/flight to 
the kingdom of Far, Far Away and a walk¬ 
ing tour of the fantasy land. 

On returning to London from the fairy¬ 
tale kingdom, visitors can have photos with 
Shrek and friends before exiting through a 
shop laden with ‘Shrektastic’ goodies. 

The summer evening allowed us plenty of 
opportunity for further sightseeing, includ¬ 
ing a stop off at Nelson’s Column and Buck¬ 
ingham Palace. We returned to the Conrad, 
ready to take on our next day’s fun outing 
to Madame Tussauds. 

I recommend going to London with your 
children and experience for yourself the 
range of great attractions. You might knock 
a few years off your own age in doing so.

pparently, just as a performance 
is about to begin, acclaimed 
British double bassist Chi-Chi 
Nwanoku feels as if she’s taking her 
marks at the starting blocks on an 
athletics track. 

Then, when the conductor’s baton 
comes down, Nwanoku is straight out 
of the blocks, working towards the 
finishing line. 

Actually, this admission from the 
London-based musician of Nigerian 
and Irish descent isn’t that surprising, 
because from the age of eight, Chi-Chi 
was destined for an international career 
as a 100-metre sprinter. 

At 16, she narrowly missed qualifying 
for the 1972 Munich Olympics, and two 
years later was on track for the next 
Games in Montreal. 

Then disaster struck - a knee injury 
meant that she could never again 
compete at a national level. 

Devastated, she returned to school, 
and thankfully discovered that fate had 
something positive in store for her 
- music. 

Nowadays, Nwanoku is established 
as principal bass with the Orchestra of 


the Age of Enlightenment, as well as 
being a chamber-music performer and 
professor of double-bass studies at 
London’s Trinity College of Music. 

She is also the host of a weekly 
requests programme on BBC Radio 3 
and was a jury member of BBC2’s 
Classical Star. 

Tonight, she joins Katie Derham for 
this week’s jam-packed edition of 
weekly magazine show Proms Extra. 

The pair will be joined by baritone 
Roderick Williams, who may be feeling 
a little sleepy after performing Bach’s 
much-loved Magnificat, Mass in G 
minor and Brandenburg Concerto No. 

2 alongside the BBC Singers and the 
Academy of Ancient Music during last 
night’s Late Night Prom at the Royal 
Albert Hall. 

Williams will also be looking forward 
to his next Proms appearance on 
September 11 when he is taking to the 
stage alongside conductor Sir Simon 
Rattle and the Vienna Philharmonic to 
sing part of Elgar’s intoxicating The 
Dream of Gerontius.

An elite 
band will 
travel in 
comfort

Forget the Ferrari, banish the Bentley; if you 
want to stand out from the crowd you need 
the new Volvo S60 Cross Country. It’s go¬ 
ing to be a very rare sight indeed on British 
roads. 

Volvo reckons it will sell only 100 of these gently 
toughened saloons here each year, while explaining 
they will be much more popular in India and South 
America. 

They’re both areas of the world where a saloon car shape 
in seen as prestigious; here in the UK we favour the prac¬ 
ticality of a hatchback or estate and buy fewer booted sa¬ 
loons. Volvo meets part of that market by offering the new 
Cross Country as an V60 estate alongside the S60 saloon 
and expects to sell 850 of them in a year; rendering it a still 
rare sight but not in the hen’s teeth way of the saloon. 

Both sit near the pinnacle of a broad S/V60 range that 
starts at £21,005 for the S60 with 2.0-litre petrol power (the 
V60 estate is another £1,200) and are aimed at owners who 
want a car that stands out from the crowd, while offering a 
little more country lane ability. 

That latter attribute comes from suspension that pushes 
the Cross Country versions 65mm higher above the road (or 
grassy field) than standard cars and should help if you live 
along a bumpy, rutted lane. 

That’s the only genuinely useful upgrade for the ‘active 
lifestyle’ sort of buyer so beloved of car companies these 
days. The alloy looking skid plates under front and rear 
bumpers are styling touches only, helping onlookers tell the 
car apart from non-Cross Country versions if they’ve not al¬ 
ready clocked its unique design of alloy wheels, black radia¬ 
tor grille or modest plastic wheelarch extensions. 

Opt for the most expensive car in the S60 range, the 
£36,525 AWD Geartronic Cross Country Lux Nav, and you 
gain all-wheel drive and automatic gearbox, although the 
engine is an older 2400cc five-cylinder unit that produces 
notably poorer economy and emissions figures than the car 
tested here. 

It makes the same 187bhp as the newer 2.0 litre engine 
in the test car but with a little more low-speed pulling power 
and the benefit of auto gears if you’re happy to pay at the 
pumps for an easier life. 

Single 

The S60 Cross Country D4 Manual Lux NavTug tested 
here comes in a single specification at £33,695 (hardly 
worth the bother to offer more with predicted sales so tiny) 
but it’s a pretty luxurious take on country living. 

Standard kit includes leather upholstery, satellite naviga¬ 
tion, 18in alloy wheels, headlight washers, climate control, 
cruise control, auto dimming interior mirror and rear centre 
armrest with storage and cupholders. Surprisingly, heated 
front seats are extra, as part of an optional £675 winter pack. 
Another £150 buys a slimline spare wheel in place of a can 
of gloop. 

Slipping into the driver’s seat of the S60 Cross Country 
brings you face to face with a dashboard that looks a lot like 
those you’ll find in most other current Volvos - and that’s a 
good thing. It means the instruments are big and easy to 
read, and the switches for everything from heating to adjust¬ 
ing the radio are bold and obvious. 

Then you start up and move off, surprised to find a manu¬ 
al gearchange in a car that seems posh enough to take the 
auto route. But it’s an easy change to use and the engine 
is responsive enough to let you hang on to higher gears 
around town. It will also help on the economy front. 

My brief drive showed a respectable 41 mpg on the trip 
computer (67.3mpg is the official, but always optimistic av¬ 
erage) after a journey that gave no space to test the car’s 
130mph top speed or sprint to 62mph in 7.7 seconds. 

What was tested on some poor Cotswolds roads was a 
ride that delighted with the way it soaked up the bumps and 
constant little surface irritations. So the modest band of S60 
Cross Country owners are going to reach their weekend hol¬ 
iday cottage in some comfort.

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Nissan goes 
back to future 


Nissan goes back to the future 
and brings us an honest to 
goodness fast hatchback. 

The sporty Pulsar is back! This time 
Nissan has done without all-wheel drive 
and rally styling and instead given us a 
lower-key but high efficiency quick hatch, 
in this case powered by a 190PS 1.6-litre 
DIG-T turbo engine. It’s available in a cou¬ 
ple of trims and is one of the more discreet 
fast hatches. 

Nissan was last here way back in 2000. 
By ‘here’, we’re talking about selling a rec¬ 
ognisable quick hatchback, in that case 
the Almera GTI. After that the Almera was 
facelifted and got a bit boring before Nis¬ 
san decided that it didn’t need fast hatches 
any more and started selling us all sorts of 
wacky crossovers and SUVs. 

So is Nissan’s return to the hatch sector 
with the Pulsar an admission that it got that 
call wrong? 

After all, despite the encouraging sales 
of the Qashqai, it still only peaks at around 
50,000 units sold per year, against around 
90,000 for the Ford Focus. 

The 1.6-litre DIG-T engine has been the 
secret weapon that’s powered the most 
underrated Nissan Juke, so plumbing it 
into the front of a Pulsar was always going 
to make an entertaining hatch, maybe a lit¬ 
tle on the warm side rather than hot. Still, it 
more than merits your attention. 

Those of you with longer memories 


might remember the Pulsar GTi-R, launched 
in Japan in 1990. It boasted a 227bhp tur¬ 
bocharged version of the famous SR20E- 
DET engine used in the 200SX driftmobile. 
It deployed its power through a five-speed 
gearbox and all-wheel drive to quite devas¬ 
tating effect. Born for rallying, the GTi-R also 
made a fantastic, if slightly fragile, road car. 
This time round, the sportiest Pulsar hatch 
sends drive to the front wheels only and 
makes 189bhp, or 190PS metric. 

Flexibility 

It makes this peak power output at 
5,600rpm, so it enjoys a few revs, although 
the turbocharger starts developing its 
240Nm torque maximum all the way from 
1,500rpm through to 5,200rpm; one reason 
why this DIG-T engine is so easy to drive. 
It’s engineered to provide exceptional flexi¬ 
bility at low engine speeds and in doing so, 
delivers performance that outshines rivals 
units with six gear transmissions. 

Against the clock, expect 62mph to arrive 
in around 7.8 seconds with a top speed of 
around 135mph. Riding on Nissan’s state 
of the art CMF2 chassis, a modular system 
that’s very similar in its concept to the in¬ 
genious Volkswagen MQB platform, the 
Pulsar’s lowered and stiffened and rides on 
either 17-inch alloys in the Acenta model 
- or 18-inch rims if you choose the Tekna 
range-topper. 

Nissan has given the 1.6 DIG-T models a 
little bit of tinsel to set them apart from the 


less sporty cars in the Pulsar range. They 
can be identified by their distinctive alloy 
wheels, finished in a diamond cut two-tone 
black and silver and a sportier headlamp 
design which comes with a black finish to 
the bezel offering a greater contrast to the 
chrome finished projector. 

At the rear, a chrome exhaust finisher is 
standard. 

The interior features higher quality ma¬ 
terials than we’ve seen on Nissan hatches 
to date, and there seems to have been a 
concerted effort to create a common look 
and feel across typefaces and grains on 
the dash. 

It’s certainly not what you’d call adven¬ 
turous though, especially from the compa¬ 
ny that brought us the Juke cabin. Again, 
the impression is that everything has been 
deliberately toned down. Look hard and 
you’ll spot Qashqai items like the steering 
wheel, clocks, gearlever and central dis¬ 
play. 

Thanks to the longest wheelbase in the 
class at 2,700mm, the Pulsar offers con¬ 
siderably more rear legroom and shoul¬ 
der room than its sector rivals. Indeed, 
with 692mm of rear knee room, the Pulsar 
is more spacious than many cars from 
the class above yet at 4,385mm long, it 
shouldn’t prove a problem to park. 

Allow a budget of around £19,000 once 
you’ve allowed for dealer deals and a few 
well chosen extras, which seems good val¬ 
ue given the performance on offer.
